NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On May 13, 2008, Deputies Salvatore Guerrero, E O GN Luis Flores, Bo | 
assigned to Walnut Sheriff's Station, responded to a call of a vehicle theft which had 
just occurred at a residence on Heidelberg Avenue, Walnut. A white Honda Accord, 
Ca. License plate #2 stolen from the location approximately ten minutes 
prior to the call. (The car was reported stolen under Sheriff's file #608-04167-2911- 
091). Another Walnut Station deputy, Deputy Mojarro, #4 spotted the stolen 
vehicle and followed the vehicle while waiting for assisting units. 


The vehicle attempted to evade the patrol cars, and deputies initiated a vehicle pursuit. 
The stolen vehicle entered the 60 freeway and continued onto the 57 and the 10 
freeways. Once the vehicle entered the freeway, the California Highway Patrol took 
over the pursuit. A Sheriff's Air Unit was flying overhead and assisted in the pursuit. 
Sheriff's units continued to follow the pursuit to assist the lone California Highway 
Patrol unit. 


The stolen vehicle exited the freeway and drove into the alley between Puente Street 
and Dexter Street, west of Barranca Avenue, in the city of Covina. Officers then 
became engaged in a fight with the occupants of the stolen vehicle as they tried to 
enter another stolen vehicle, a burgundy Chevrolet truck, CA license plate 

(This truck was stolen on May 12, 2008, between 1900 and 1925 hours, and reported 
to the Baldwin Park police Department under file #08-15260). 


One CHP officer and one deputy ran to each side of the truck and attempted to 
remove the suspects {later identified as Glenn Patrick Rose and Sarah Morales) from 
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the truck. Both suspects physically resisted the deputies and tried to get in the truck 
and close the doors, and Suspect Rose attempted to start the truck. Due to their 
resistive behavior, both suspects were Tased by the CHP officers, but the Taser had 
little or no effect. Suspect Rose was able to start the truck and sped out of the parking 
space at a high rate of speed. The truck crashed into three patrol cars in the alley and 
deputies and officers fired upon the truck as the truck drove in their direction. 


The driver of the truck, Suspect Glenn Rose, was removed from the truck and found to 
have suffered a gunshot wound. Suspect Rose was pronounced dead at the scene by 
Los Angeles County paramedics at 0220 hours. The passenger of the truck, Suspect 
Sarah Morales, was taken into custody. She was transported to San Dimas Hospital 
where she was treated for minor injuries and transported to Walnut Station. 


On December 2, 2008, Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby issued a Letter of 

Opinion regarding the deputy involved shooting incident. In his review of the shooting, 

D.D.A. Presby deemed Deputies Calvin Mah and Steven Winter, and Officer J 
acted lawfully in self-defense and the defense of others. 


The following review is based on written documentation, interviews of witnesses, 
involved deputies, and medical staff.

Subject Rose sustained a fatal gunshot wound to his chest. He was pronounced dead 
at the scene by Los Angeles County paramedics at 0220 hours. 


Suspect Sarah Morales was transported to San Dimas Hospiial where she was treated 
for her injuries by Dr. Nadine Konia. She was treated for a 6" laceration to her left 
knee. She was also treated for abrasions to her right wrist and on top of her forehead. 
She was approved for booking by Dr. Konia and transported to the Walnut Sheriff's 
Station.

INVOLVED DEPUTY (S) STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Steven Winter, Employee FY was interviewed by Homicide 
Investigators Howard Cooper and Donna Cheek on May 13, 2008. Sergeants Jack 
Ramirez and A! Maldonado of Internal Affairs Bureau interviewed him on April 8, 2009. 
The following summary is of both interviews. 


Deputy Winter said on May 13,2008, he was working EM’s Unit 292T1. He said while 
on patrol, he heard a Walnut unit receive a call of vehicle theft that had just occurred. 
The stolen vehicle was described as a White Honda Accord. He said the handling unit 
requested that he check the surrounding area for the stolen vehicle. 


He said a short time later, he heard Deputy Mojarro advise that he was following the 
stolen Honda east on Amar Road toward Grand Avenue. Deputy Winter said he was 
only a short distance away and immediately responded to Deputy Mojarro’s location. 
Deputy Winter said he caught up with Deputy Mojarro as he followed the stolen Honda 
north on Grand Avenue from Amar Road. He said as the suspects entered the 
intersection of San Jose Hills Road and Grand Avenue, they made a sudden u-tum 
and began driving south on Grand Avenue. He said when this occurred, the suspects 
accelerated to approximately 50 miles an hour in a very short distance. He said il was 
apparent that the suspects were attempting to flee from them. 


He said at this point, he noticed Air 22 overhead. He said he was positioned directly 
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behind Deputy Mojarro and there was a Sergeant's vehicle behind his vehicle. Deputy 
Winter said the suspects vehicle proceeded to pick-up speed as it traveled south on 
Grand Avenue. He said he remained at a constant speed of 60 miles per hour. He 
said at one point he lost sight of the suspect vehicle and was only aware of its location 
and direction of travel by the information provided by Air 22, who stayed directly over 
the suspects vehicle. 


Deputy Winter said as the suspects neared the 60 freeway on Grand Avenue, Air 22 
advised the suspects collided into the median as they entered the eastbound 60 
freeway. He said the Honda sustained damage as a result of the collision, and 
continued east on the 60 freeway at greatly reduced speeds. 


Deputy Winter said he caught up with the suspect vehicle on the eastbound 60 
freeway. He said he stayed with the vehicle while it merged onto the northbound 57 
freeway. He said Air 22 illuminated the suspect vehicle with it’s spotlight the entire 
time. He said while on the freeway, he and Deputy Mojarro activated their overhead 
emergency lights. He said he also activated his vehicle’s siren. 


He said as the suspects continued north on the 57 freeway, they merged onto the 
westbound 10 freeway. He said shortly after entering the westbound 10 freeway, a 
single California Highway Patrol unit pulled in behind the suspect vehicle and then 
became the primary unit in the pursuit. Deputy Winter said when the California 
Highway Patrol unit became the primary unit in the pursuit, he and other Sheriff's units 
in the pursuit, turned off their vehicles overhead lights and sirens and positioned 
themselves three abreast across the lanes of traffic. He said this was done to prevent 
any vehicles from inadvertently driving up alongside the suspects or the pursuing 
California Highway Patrol unit. 


Deputy Winter said the suspects exited the freeway at Barranca Avenue and continued 
north to a residential area. He said at this time they turned west on a surface street 
then south on another street where they turned west in a small alley. He said as the 
suspect vehicle neared the west end of the alley, it came to an abrupt stop. He said 
he saw two suspects exit the white Honda and run south across the alley. He said the 
two officers in the California Highway Patrol unit aiso exited their vehicle and gave 
chase. 


Deputy Winter said he exited his vehicle and ran up to the passenger's side of the 
suspect vehicle to ensure there were no additional suspects hiding inside. He said 
after clearing the vehicle, he noticed both officers were struggling with the suspects, 
who had entered a maroon full sized truck which was in a small parking lot just south 
of the alley. 
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Deputy Winter said as he ran to the driver's side of the parked truck, he holstered his 
weapon as he attempted to assist the officer (I who was struggling with the male 
suspect, who was now seated in the drivers seat, attempting to close the door. He 
said at the same time this was occurring, he saw Officer [J along with Deputy 
Mah, struggling to gain control of a female suspect who was in the front passenger's 
seat. 


Deputy Winter said during the entire incident at the maroon truck, he and the other 
officers inyplved repeatedly ordered the suspects to stop fighting and to exit the truck. 
He said they r ed to comply and continued to resist their efforts to arrest them. 
Deputy Winter S8id at one point during the fight, he saw both officers (land 

depl y their Tasers. He said the Tasers had a minimal effect on Suspect 
Rose. He said when the Taser was activated, Suspect Rose struggled to fight off its 
effects. He said as soon as the electrical pulses stopped, Suspect Rose placed his 
hands beneath the steering column in an apparent effort to start the truck, while at the 
same time stomping on the gas pedal with his foot. 


Deputy Winter said this same cycle occurred several times. He said he tried to prevent 
the suspect from starting the truck by swinging his flashlight at his hands as Suspect 
Rose continued to reach beneath the steering column. Deputy Winter said his efforts 
had little to no effect on Suspect Rose because the steering wheel was absorbing the 
majority of the blows. 


Deputy Winter said the suspect was ultimately able to start the truck. He said 
immediately after starting the truck, the engine raced and the tires began squealing. 
Deputy Winter said he watched as Suspect Rose drove north out of the parking space 
and turned east in the alley. He said the truck was accelerating the entire time and 
collided into the driver's side of the California Highway Patrol unit, which was parked 
facing west in the alley. The impact knocked the unit out of the truck’s path. 


At this point, Deputy Winter said he repositioned himself in front of a small garage on 
the soutn side of the alley just east of the parking lot. He said from this position he 
watched the truck back up slightly then rapidly accelerate forward, tires spinning as it 
traveled directly toward the front of his patrol car. He said the truck smashed into the 
front of his patrol car, knocking it into Deputy Mah's patrol car which was parked 
directly behind his. He said the suspect's vehicle tires continued to spin until a large 
cloud of white smoke filled the alley. 


Deputy Winter said he watched as officers (Mah and i, who had positioned 
themselves further east in the alley, began screaming at the suspects to stop. He said 
the suspects ignored their commands and without waming put the truck in reverse and 
began spinning the tires in reverse. Deputy Winter said the driver (Suspect Rose) 
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appeared to be out of control as the truck drifted from left to right as it continued to 
accelerate toward him in the alley. He said at one point, the truck turned directly 
towards him. 


He said he attempted to get out of the path of the truck, but was unable to go 
anywhere because his movement was blocked by the garage and an adjacent fence 
post. Fearing he was about to be run over by the truck, he said he fired three rounds 
at the driver with his weapon. He said he was approximately ten feet away from the 
suspect during the shooting. He said he knew that his back drop was the a row of 
garages. He said the truck then changed direction slightly and continued west in the 
alley. He said Aero had illuminated the area during the entire incident. He said he 
could see the suspect through the passenger window. He said he was moving as he 
fired his weapon. Deputy Winter said he was southwest of Officer land Deputy 
Mah's location when they fired their weapons, so there were no cross fire issues. 


in a southeasterly direction toward officer nd Deputy Mah who were taking 
cover behind a small green Honda which was parked along the south side of the alley. 
Deputy Winter said he saw the truck ram the parked vehicle. He said immediately 
after striking the car, he saw Officer land Deputy Mah who were taking cover 
behind the green Honda, fall to the ground. He said he was not sure if they were 
knocked to the ground or dove to the ground, but said it looked like they went down 
like “bowling pins.” 


Deputy Winter said he watched as the suspect =] the truck back into drive and raced 


He said after Suspect Rose rammed the green Honda the suspects continued to 
accelerate, causing the tires to spin and fill the alley with more white smoke while 
pushing the green Honda in a southeasterly direction towards the officers on the 
opposite side of the parked car. He said at this point, Officer land Deputy Mah 
stood behind the green Honda and fired several shots at the suspect’s vehicle. He 
said he was not sure how many rounds had been fired because this was happening 
very quickly. He said when the gunfire stopped, the engine of the suspect’s vehicle 
stopped rewving. 


Deputy Winter said at this point, several officers repeated their commands for the 
suspects to put their hands up and stop. He said the suspects ultimately complied and 
raised their hands while seated in the truck cab. Deputy Winter said assisting units 
took the driver into custody. He said Deputy Mah took Suspect Morales out of the 
passengers window and took her into custody.

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Deputy Caivin Mah, Employee S -- interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Howard Cooper and Donna Cheek on May 13, 2008. Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Al 
Maldonado of Internal Affairs Bureau interviewed him on April 8, 2009, at about 1026 
hours. The following is a summary of both interviews. 


Deputy Mah said on the night of the incident, he was working EM’s, 292K1, which is a 
one man unit. He said he heard a call of a vehicle theft that had just occurred. He 
said the car was described as a white Honda Accord. He said he assigned himself the 
assist and proceeded to patrol in the area of west Amar Road. Deputy Mah said within 
minutes of searching for the stolen vehicle, he was advised by another assisting unit, 
Deputy Mojarro, that he was following the stolen vehicle near Amar Road. Deputy Mah 
said he caught up with Deputy Mojarro near the intersection of Amar Road and Grand 
Avenue. Deputy Mah said he followed behind Deputy Mojarro and the suspects in the 
white Honda north on Grand Avenue. He said the suspects suddenly made a quick u- 
turn and then began traveling south on Grand Avenue. 


He said Deputy Mojarro attempted to affect a traffic stop in the area of Grand Avenue 
and Stoneybrook Drive. Deputy Mah said Deputy Mojarro activated his vehicle's 
overhead lights and siren but the suspects refused to yield and proceeded to 
accelerate rapidly south on Grand Avenue out of view. Deputy Mah said he and other 
units allowed the Aero unit overhead to monitor the suspect's location, while they 
maintained a safe speed and followed a safe distance back. 


He said the Aero unit advised that the suspect vehicle had collided into the median at 
the Grand Avenue on-ramp to the eastbound 60 freeway. Deputy Mah said as a result 
of the collision, both passenger's side tires and rims were damaged. As the suspects 
entered the freeway, the Aero unit requested assistance from the California Highway 
Patrol. Deputy Mah said he continued to follow the suspects as they traveled from the 
eastbound 60 freeway to the northbound 57 freeway. 


He said as the suspects continued north on the 57 freeway, they transitioned to the 
westbound 10 freeway. He said a this point, all units in the pursuit shut down their 
emergency lights and sirens and monitored the suspects in surveillance Mode. A short 
time later after entering the westbound 10 freeway, a single California Highway Patrol 
unit arrived and took over as the primary unit in the pursuit. 


Deputy Mah said shortly after the California Highway Patrol unit arrived, all Sheriffs 
units were instructed to discontinue their involvement in the pursuit and to return to 
their assigned patrol areas. He said Aero advised Sheriff's dispatch that there was 
only one California Highway Patrol unit involved in the pursuit, and requested that two 
Walnut Station units remain with the pursuit pending the arrival of additional California 
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Highway Patrol personnel. Permission was granted and two Walnut units remained 
with the pursuit. Deputy Mah said he remained as the second Sheriff's unit involved in 
the pursuit. 


Deputy Mah said the suspects exited the 10 freeway at Barranca Avenue and drove 
north into the city of Covina. The suspects drove west on a residential street, then 
turned south on another street where they drove for a short distance. He said the 
suspects ultimately turned west into an alley located behind an apartment unit. 
However, at one point in the alley, the Honda suddenly stopped. He said two suspects 
dressed in black clothing fled from the white Honda and ran south across the alley. 
Deputy Mah said the Aero unit immediately began to set up a containment, while the 
two California High Patrol Officers chased the suspects on foot. He said Deputy 
Winter who was positioned directly in front of his vehicle during the pursuit, followed 
the officers and suspects south in the alley. 


Deputy Mah said he cleared the White Honda to ensure there were no additional 
suspects hiding inside. He said after clearing the vehicle, he ran south in the alley to a 
maroon full sized truck which the suspects had entered. Deputy Mah said he saw one 
of the CHP Officers and Deputy Winter struggling to gain control of the male suspect 
who was seated in the driver's seat, while a another CHP Officer was struggling to gain 
control of a female suspect in the passenger's seat. 


Deputy Mah said the female suspect had her back to the officer and was repeatedly 
kicking at the officer as he attempted to pull her out of the truck cab. Deputy Mah said 
the officer deployed his Taser on the female suspect but she continued to struggle. He 
said he was shocked that the Taser did not have an effect on the suspect. Deputy 
Mah said he attempted to grab the female’s legs, but she continued to kick at him and 
the officer. He said he told her to stop kicking but she refused to comply. He said he 
struck the female suspect several times on her legs with his flashlight in an effort to 
have he: stop kicking but she continued to resist their efforts. Deputy Mah said he 
could hear yelling coming from the driver's side of the vehicle while he and one of the 
officers =z was struggling with the female suspect. 


Deputy Mah said the male suspect was able to start the truck and drive away before 
they could gain control of the female suspect. He said as soon as the truck started, 
the tires squealed and the truck raced east in the alley, where it struck the California 
Highway Patrol unit. He said the force of the impact knocked the unit to the north side 
of the alley. He said after striking the first unit, the suspect continued to accelerate 
east in the alley where it drove into Deputy Winter's parked Sheriff's unit. The force of 
the impact caused Deputy Winter's unit to collide into his unit, which was parked 
behind it. He said the suspect stayed on the gas after smashing into the 
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Sheriffs units. He said this caused the tires to spin, emitting a thick cloud of white 
smoke into the alley. 


At this point, Deputy Man said he repositioned himself near the rear passenger's side 
of the maroon truck. He said when the suspect was unable to move the Sheriffs units, 
he put the truck in reverse and rapidly accelerated in his direction. Deputy Mah and 
Officer JJ who was standing near him, had to run out of the way in order to avoid 
being run over by the suspect vehicle. He said as the vehicle was backing towards 
them, they began yelling “Stop, Jet me see your hands, stop, let me see your hands.” 
He said at this point all four of them started running for cover. 


Deputy Mah said the vehicle then went forward again and proceeded to strike Deputy 
Winter's parked unit. He said the suspect pushed the unit into his parked unit and 
attempted to push both Sheriff’s units out of the way. Deputy Mah said both units 
created too much weight so the suspect was unable to move both patrol cars and got 
stuck. He said the suspect began to backup again and began driving towards him. He 
said he was afraid he was going to get hit. Deputy Mah said the suspect continued 

to smash into the vehicles as if he were playing bumper cars. 


Deputy Mah said he pointed his weapon at the vehicle and started yelling out “Stop I’m 
going to shoot, I’m going to shoot.” He said he saw one of the officers = come to 
the front side of the vehicle, so he started yelling out “Crossfire, crossfire, crossfire.” 
He said he did not fire his weapon at that time because of the officer being in his line 
of fire. Deputy Mah said he then ran to a green Honda that was parked southeast of 
the suspect’s location and took cover. He said he noticed an Officer 

positioned to his right (east) behind the green Honda. He said they started yelling out 
verbal commands to the suspect. He said they yelled out “Stop, let me see your 
hands, Stop, put your hands out.” He said the suspect failed to comply to their verbal 
commands and continued to rev the maroon truck’s engine. 


Deputy Mah said the suspect proceeded to hit the gas and started driving towards him 
and Officer [J He said the suspect slammed into the green Honda, causing the 
Honda to strike him on his right hip / leg area. Deputy Mah said he could see Officer 

fall backwards. Deputy Mah said he attempted to run away (south) to avoid 
being hit by the green Honda, but was struck by the Honda and knocked to the ground. 
Deputy Mah said at this point, he was on his left side and crawling with his left hand 
while he had his gun in his right hand. Deputy Mah said fearing for his life, he fired his 
weapon (13 rounds} into the open passenger side window with the intention of striking 
the driver. He said he fired his weapon until the vehicle had stopped. He said during 
the shooting, Aero provided lighting from his spotlight. He said there was also lighting 
coming from inside of the carports. 
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Deputy Mah said when the suspect's vehicle did stop, he was able to get back on his 
feet. He said he started ordering the driver, “Let me see your hands.” He said the 
suspect started showing his hands and Deputy Mah thought the suspect was going to 
stop at that time. He said the suspect put his hands down again, and he (Mah) 
ordered the suspect to “Let me see your hands.” Deputy Mah said he did a tactical 
reload at that point. He said his assisting unit, Deputy Guerrero, ran over to his 
position and Deputy Mah told him (Guerrero) to cover him while he approached the 
passenger’s side of the maroon truck. He said he attempted to open the passenger 
door, so he could take the female suspect into custody. He said the door would not 
open due to the damaged it sustained during the incident. He said he pulled the 
female out through the open passenger's side window and took her into custody 
without further incident. He said other deputies took the driver into custody.

SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Sarah Morales, was interviewed by Homicide investigators Howard Cooper 
and Donna Cheek on May 13, 2008, at the Walnut Sheriffs Station. She was also 
interviewed on May 14, 2008, at the Century Regional Detention Facility. This is a 
brief summary of both interviews. 


During the first Interview, Suspect Morales said she had been dating Suspect Rose for 
the past four years. She told investigators that she was in the white Honda with 
Suspect Rose and admitted being in the alley. She told investigators that Suspect 
Rose told her to run from the white Honda while it was in the alley. She said he (Rose) 
told her to get into the truck. She initially denied fighting with the officers and deputies 
only saying that she held on as the they tried to pull her out of the truck by her legs. 


During the second interview, Suspect Morales told investigators that on the day of the 
incident, she met up with Suspect Rose. She said he was driving a maroon truck 
which he had stolen from a “Wal Mart” parking lot in the city of Baldwin Park. She said 
she got into the truck and they drove to the city of Covina. Suspect Morales said they 
parked the maroon truck in a small parking lot behind some apartments (location of 
incident). She said Suspect Rose went to steal another truck nearby. She said within 
minutes he returned with a dark colored truck. She said they then drove fo the city of 
Pomona. 


She told investigators that she went with Suspect Rose in order to steal more cars. 


She said they drove to the city of Walnut where suspect Rose stole a white Honda. 
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She told them while they were driving, a police car spotted them and proceeded to 
follow them. Suspect Morales said that a police helicopter proceeded to follow them 
as they attempted to enter the freeway. She said Suspect Rose struck the median as 
they entered the freeway and both tires on the passenger's side were damaged. 


She said they were pursued io the city of Covina and arrived in the alley where 
Suspect Rose had previously parked the maroon truck. She said they ran to the 
Maroon truck and she entered the passenger side while Suspect Rose entered the 
driver's side. She said she struggled to stay in the truck as the officers grabbed her 
legs and tried to pull her out of the truck. She told investigators that she fought as 
hard as she could to stay in the truck as she clung to Suspect Rose and the front seat 
with her hands. 


Suspect Morales said she watched Suspect Rose try to fight the effects of the Taser 
which had been deployed by the officers trying to get him out of the truck on the 
driver's side. She said Suspect Rose was able to start the truck and drove out of the 
parking lot into the alley. She said Suspect Rose was very angry that the police 
officers grabbed her and stated, "Don’t touch my girlfriend.” As he sped down the 
alley. 


Suspect Morales said Suspect Rose initially struck the rear corner of a police car which 
was partially blocking them in the alley. After striking this initial car, Suspect Rose 
drove straight into another police car which was parked in the middle of the alley. She 
said Suspect Rose then placed the truck in reverse and backed directly into the police 
car he initially struck. She said after this occurred, she looked at Suspect Rose and 
realized that he had been shot. She said moments later they raised their hands and 
surrendered to the officers.

Deputy James Wolfhope, Employee EO O | was interviewed on May 13, 2008, by 
Homicide Investigators Cooper and Cheek.

Sergeant Eric Lindblom, Employee 4B was interviewed on May 13, 2008, by 
Homicide Investigators Cooper and Cheek. Sergeant Lindblom said he was leaving a 
burglary call in the Temple Station patrol area when he was advised of a vehicle 
pursuit in the City of Walnut. He said he began monitoring the pursuit in case a K-9 
unit was needed at the pursuit termination. 


He told investigators as the pursuit neared Barranca Avenue and the 10 freeway, he 
caught up with pursuing units. He said he remained behind the pursuing units and 
positioned himself to the south of Puente Street after the suspect entered an east/west 
alley. He said at this point, the Aero unit advised officers and deputies were struggling 
with the suspects. He said moments later Aero advised that the suspects were mobile 
in a maroon truck. Sergeant Lindblom said he heard the engine racing and watched 
the truck speed east in the alley where it smashed directly into the front of a parked 
Sheriff's unit. 


He said when this occurred, he began running north in a field on the south side of the 
alley toward the suspect vehicle. He said as he was running, he tripped on a metal 
pole which was hidden in the field. He said as he got to his feet, he heard the engine 
racing and watched as the truck backed up at a high rate of speed. He said he lost 
sight of the truck in the alley but heard the sound of crashing. He said it was at this 
point when Aero advised that the suspects had just collided into the back of the 
California Highway Patrol unit. Sergeant Lindblom tolc investigators he was unable to 
see the impact into the unit because his view was blocxed by a small garage on the 
south side of the alley, just west of his position. 


He said moments later, he noticed two officers taking a position of cover behind a 
small green Honda which was parked on the south side of the alley, just north of his 
position in the field. He said within seconds, he saw the truck race in a southeasterly 
direction directly at the officers -i Mah) and the Honda they were standing 
behind. Sergeant Lindblom said he heard in excess of ten rounds being fired 
moments before the truck collided into the parked Honda. He said after striking the 
car, the engine continued to race with the rear wheels spinning. He said this caused 
the entire alley to become enguifed in white smoke. The impact knocked the Honda 
from its original position to a position further south toward the field. 


He said at this point, the driver raised his hands while seated in the truck cab. He said 
several deputies and officers on scene continued to give verbal commands to both 
suspects to keep their hands raised. Sergeant Lindblom said after he repositioned 
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himself behind the Honda, he saw the female seated in the passenger's seat with her 
hands raised. He told investigators as he approached the suspect in the driver's seat, 
he positioned himself near the driver's side front fender. From this position, he said he 
began giving the suspect verbal commands to keep his hands raised. He said the 
thick white smoke began drifting from the rear of the truck towards him. 


He said the smoke engulfed the entire truck cab, preventing him from seeing either 
suspect. He said within seconds, the smoke dissipated and he grabbed the drivers 
hands. He said as he began to pull the suspect from ine truck cab, he told the 
suspect, “It’s over. I’ve got your hands.” Sergeant Lindblom said the suspect did not 
reply. He said fearing that the truck was about to caich fire, he pulled the suspect six 
to seven feet away from the truck where he directed an assisting deputy to handcuff 
suspect Rose. 


He said the female suspect was taken into custody by assisting deputies. He said he 
requested medical aid for Suspect Rose.

Officer AE vs interviewed on May 13, 2008, by Homicide Investigators 
Cooper an eek. He told investigators that he was assigned to unit He said 
he was working with — | He said he was the driver and 

was the passenger. 


He told investigators while working patrol, they were notified by their dispatcher that 
there was a vehicle pursuit entering their area. The information they received was that 
a Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department unit was in pursuit of a stolen white Honda. 
They were told the Honda was driving west on the 10 freeway from the 57 freeway. 
They were told that the Sheriff's Department was requesting that they take over the 
pursuit. 


Officer [bold investigators that they positioned themselves behind the white 
Honda as it traveled west on the 10 freeway at the Holi Avenue amp. He said at 
this point, they became the primary unit in the pursuit. Officer [said he 
immediately noticed the rear passenger side tire was either shredded or completely 
gone. He said sparks and debris was being thrown in the air as the Honda 
maneuvered on the freeway. He said the suspects exited north on Barranca Avenue 
and continued into a residential area. 
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Officer [EI said the vehicle ultimately drove west in an alley. He told investigators 
as the suspects neared the end of the alley, they suddenly stopped. He said when this 
occurred, the male driver and female driver exited the Honda and ran south across the 
alley. He said Officer [lllgave chase. Officer said he approached the 
Honda to ensure there were no additional suspects hiding inside. After clearing the 
Honda, Officer B-20 he ran to assist Officer | Officer [told 
Investigator’s that he saw that the suspects were now seated in a full sized maroon 
truck which had been backed into a parking stall just south in the alley. 


He said as he approached the truck, he could see Officer ie: with the 
male suspect who was seated in the drivers seat. Officer said he approached 
the female who was seated in the passenger's seat of the truck. Officer lll sac 
he began ordering the female out of the truck, but she refused to comply. He said she 
began kicking at him. Officer said he grabbed the females legs and attempted 
to pull her out of the cab of the truck. He told investigators as he struggled with the 
female, he could see and hear Officer Mc a deputy (Winter) continue to 
struggle with the male suspect (Rose). He said he heard Officer |lldeploy his 
Taser on Suspect Rose but it had little effect on him. 


Officer said at this point, a deputy (Mah) came to his aid and they both 
attempted to remove Suspect Morales from the truck without success. Officer 

said he deployed his Taser on Suspect Morales, but both darts missed her. He said 
within seconds of deploying his Taser, Suspect Rose was able to start the truck and 
immediately raced out of the parking space. He said the suspect turned east in the 
alley while he and Officer a ave chase on foot. He said he ran along the south 
portion of the alley while Officer ran along the north side. 


Officer IJ toid investigator's that he positioned himself in the grass/field area just 
south of the alley near a green Honda, which was parked on the south side of the 
alley. He said from this position, he watched the suspects speed directly at two 
Sheriff's units parked just east of his position. He said fearing that the deputies were 
either in or around the parked units, he fired (three rounds) into the rear window of the 
truck with his duty weapon in an effort to stop the driver from injuring any of the 
deputies in his (Suspect’s) path. He said he watched as the suspect slammed head 
on into the front of the patrol unit. 


Officer [old investigators that he repositioned himself behind the green Honda 
and watched as the driver put the truck in reverse and rapidly accelerated towards his 
parked unit. He said the truck slammed into the back of his unit and continued to 
accelerate after doing so. He said white smoke filled the alley. 
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Officer Gaia at this point he and other officers proceeded to order the suspect 
to stop and to place their hands in the air. He said the suspects refused to comply and 
placed the truck into drive and began racing east in the alley. He said as the truck got 
between 20 to 30 feet away from him, it swerved direcily at him. He said fearing that 
he was about to be run over, he fired a second volley of rounds (four rounds) at the 
driver. Officer {said at the same he heard additional rounds being fired from his 
left side. He said he was not sure if the officers were firing or if the rounds were 
coming from the suspect vehicle. 


Officer [said he jumped out of the way in time to avoid being struck by the 
green Honda as it was struck by the suspect's truck. He said after the truck collided 
into the green Honda, the suspect continued to accelerate, moving the Honda further 
south and east. He said moments later, the engine stopped racing and Suspect Rose 
partially exited the truck and stated, “Okay, okay” ina mumble. He said Suspect Rose 
was taken into custody. He concluded by saying he assisted in taking Suspect 
Morales into custody.

Officer | was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Cooper and 
Cheek o7 May 13, 2008. He told investigators that he was working Unit [with his 
partner Officer J He told investigators that while on patrol they were notified by 
their dispatch that the Los Angeles Sheriff's Department was in pursuit of stolen White 
Honda west on the 10 freeway from the 57 freeway. They were told that the Sheriff's 
Department had requested that they take over the pursuit. 


Officer [said they positioned their vehicle behind the white Honda as it traveled 
west on ihe 10 freeway at the Via Verde Avenue off ramp. He said at this point they 
became the primary unit in the pursuit. 


Officer Hain the suspects exited the freeway norih on Barranca Avenue, running 
several red signals as they continued north. He said the suspects turned west on 
Badillo Street, then south on San Jose Avenue. He said after traveling a few blocks, 
the suspects turned west in an alley behind an apartment complex. He said at one 
point in the alley, the white Honda abruptly stopped. Officer B- he and 

exited their patrol car as the male and female ran from the white Honda. Officer 

said both suspects ran south across the alley to an awaiting truck which was backed 
into a parking space just south of the aliey. 
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Officer [kod investigators he chased after the suspects and contacted the male 
suspect who was now seated in the driver’s seat of the parked truck. He said he 
ordered the male suspect to exit the truck and place his hands in the air while holding 
him at gunpoint. He said the male refused to comply and placed his hands beneath 
the steering column and appeared to be trying to “hot wire” the truck. At this point, he 
said he was joined by a Sheriff's deputy (Winter). Officer [told investigators he 
was afraid that the suspect was going to start the truck, so he drew his Taser. 


He said at this point, he told the suspect to raise his hands and exit the truck or he 
would be Tased. He said the suspect refused to comply and continued to try and start 
the truck. Oficer Esa he deployed his Taser. He sald he thought that both 
darts struck the suspect. He said the Taser had little effect on the suspect. He said 
during the initial cycle, the suspect appeared to be fighting the effects. After the cycie 
stopped, the suspect returned his hands to the low riion of the steering column 
while his foot stomped on the gas pedal. Officer lll otc investigators that this 
series of events repeated three times, after which time the suspect was able to start 
the truck. 


Officer [said that ne had to jump out of the way of the truck in order to avoid 

being run over. He said he watched as the suspects sped off, east in the alley. Officer 
isi: he ran toward the suspects in the alley, he saw the truck drive straight into 
a parked Sheriff's unit which was parked further east in the alley. He said the truck's 
tires continued to spin while the engine raced. He said this caused white smoke to fill 
the alley. He said at this point, Suspect Rose put the truck in reverse and backed 
directly into the rear of his parked patrol car. 


Officer [told investigators that after the suspect collided into his patrol car, he and 
other officers began ordering the suspecis to stop. He said they refused to comply 
and Suspect Rose placed the truck into drive. 


Officer [said he saw (while positioned on the north side of the alley by a white 
Mini Van) the truck race east in the alley, they it turned south where a green Honda 
was parked along the south side of the ailey. He said àe noticed that some officers 
had taken a position of cover behind the green Honda. He said it appeared that the 
suspects were aiming for the officers with their vehicle. He said at this point, he heard 
gunfire and the sound of the suspect’s truck crashing into the green Honda. He said a 
short time after crashing into the green Honda. the suspects gave up and raised their 
hands while seated in the truck. He said Suspect Rose was taken into custody by 
assisting units. He said he assisted in taking Suspect Morales into custody.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attomey’s Office has 
completed its review of the May 13, 2008, fatal shooting of Glenn Patrick Rose by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Deputies Calvin Mah and Steven Winter and California Highway Patrol Officer 
EE We have determined that Deputies Mah and Winter, and Officer acted 
lawfully in self-defense and the defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon a series of reports prepared by the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department (LASD) submitted to this office on September 15, 2008, and supplemental 
information received from the LASD on October 6, 2008. The District Attorney Command 
Center was notified of this shooting at 3:40 p.m. on May 13, 2008. The District Attorney 
Response Team, consisting of Deputy District Attomey Shannon Presby and District Attorney 
Senior — en to the scene. They were given a briefing of the 
circumstances surrounding the incident and a “walk-through” of the scene. No compelled 
statements were considered for purposes of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 
On May 13, 2008, WAG 1991 Honda Accord was stolen. HB ported the 


theft of his vehicle approximately 10-15 minutes after it occurred to deputies from the Walnut 
Sheriff's station. Shortly thereafter Deputy Mojarro saw the stolen Honda and, along with other 
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deputies, attempted to stop the vehicle. The driver of the stolen Honda, Glen Rose, refused to 
yield and a vehicle pursuit ensued. Rose’s girlfriend, Sarah Morales, was a passenger inside the 
stolen Honda. The pursuit began on surface streets but Rose eventually drove onto the eastbound 
60 freeway. 


The pursuit continued on the eastbound 60 to the northbound 57 and on the westbound 10 
freeways. As Rose traveled westbound on the 10 freeway a single California Highway Patrol 
(CHP) vehicle took up the number one pursuit position. Officer was the driver of the 
CHP vehicle and a v+: apassenger. Deputy Winter drove the number two 
pursuit vehicle and Deputy Mah drove the number three pursuit vehicle. 


Eventually Rose exited the freeway at Barranca Avenue and drove along residential streets until 
he entered an alley running east and west between Puente and Dexter Streets in the City of 
Covina. At the time Rose entered the alley, Officer Iwas stil! the first pursuit vehicle with 
the two single-man LASD vehicles following. As Rose neared the western terminus of the alley, 
He and Morales exited the Honda, ran south across the alley and entered a maroon pickup truck.' 
Rose entered the driver’s side of the truck while Morales entered the passenger’s side of the 
truck. 


The pursuing police officers stopped their vehicles east of the pickup truck, exited their vehicles 
and began to approach Rose and Morales.” Deputy Mah and aoon the 
passenger’s side of the truck while Deputy Winter and Officer advanced toward the 
driver’s side of the truck. The deputies and officers began to issue commands to the occupants 
of the truck directing them to exit the truck. Both Rose and Morales refused to comply. 


The officers tried to physically extract Rose and Morales to no avail. Morales kicked repeatedly 
at land Deputy Mah as they attempted to remove her from the truck cab. Eventually 

deployed his taser against Morales but at least one of the darts failed to make contact 
with Morales, On the other side of the truck, Officer II and Deputy Winter were struggling 
with Rose. Officer Jdeployed his taser against Rose, but Rose was able to resist the effects 
of the taser and start the truck’s engine. 


Once Rose got the truck started he immediately accelerated into the alley, collided with the CHP 
vehicle and pushed it out of his path. Officer [pursued the truck on foot running along the 
south edge of the alley. Rose backed up slightly and then accelerated forward again, this time 
crashing into Winter’s patrol car and pushing that vehicle backwards into Mah’s police cruiser. 
Rose continued to depress the truck’s accelerator causing the truck’s tires to “burn rubber” filling 
the alley with smoke. Officer {iJ uncertain precisely where the other law enforcement 
officers were positioned but fearing that the sheriff's deputies were in danger from Rose’s 
continued efforts to escape, fired his weapon into the back of the truck. This round did not strike 
either of the two occupants of the truck. 


' This maroon pickup truck was reported stolen by the registered owner the previous day (5-12-08). 
2 Both LASD deputies and both CHP officers were dressed in full uniform. 
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Throughout this incident the deputies and officers continued to shout commands at Rose 
directing him to stop trying to escape, and to turn off the truck’s engine. He did not comply but 
put the truck into reverse and began backing rapidly towards the officers and deputies. As Rose 
was accelerating backwards the truck was weaving from side to side in the alley. Deputy Winter 
was positioned along the south margin of the alley in front of a small garage and the truck’s 
backwards path was directly towards him. Unable to retreat out of the truck’s path, and fearing 
that he was about to be run over by the truck, Deputy Winter fired two rounds at Rose from his 
service weapon. Immediately thereafter the truck collided with the CHP vehicle a second time 
(the rear of the truck impacting the rear of the CHP vehicle). Rose continued to accelerate after 
colliding with the CHP vehicle, again causing the alley to fill with smoke. 


After a moment, Rose drove the truck forward swerving from side to side as he accelerated east 
though the alley. As Rose drove the truck forward through the alley, Officers and 
Deputy Mah took cover behind a green Honda sedan that was parked along the south margin of 
the alley. Rose drove the truck directly them. Fearing that the impending impact would injure or 
kill him or Deputy Mah, Officer fired a second time at Rose. The truck continued to 
accelerate forward and crashed into the Honda propelling it into Deputy Mah. The force of this 
impact knocked Deputy Mah to the ground. After colliding with the green Honda, Rose 
continued to accelerate the truck forward pushing the Honda in front of it. Mah began to crawl 
along the ground in an effort to avoid being crushed by the green Honda and struggled to get to 
his feet. At the same time he fired several rounds from his service weapon in an effort to stop 
Rose from using the truck to crush him with the Honda. 


After a few moments, Rose finally ceased his efforts to escape and partially exited the driver’s 
side of the truck. He and Morales were taken into custody. Rose suffered a single gunshot 
wound to his chest. Emergency medical personnel from the Los Angles County Fire Department 
were summoned and provided emergency medical assistance to Rose in the alley, however, he 
expired and was declared dead at the scene. A Los Angles County Coroner’s toxicology report 
disclosed that Rose had both marijuana and methamphetamine in his system at the time of death. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another if it 
reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense actually and reasonably 
believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily injury or death. People v. Randle (2005) 
35 Cal. 4° 987, 994; People v. Mercer (1962) 210 Cal.App.2d 153, 161. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. CALCRIM 3470.

Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 


because he might have resorted to other means to secure his saZety. People v. Collins (1961) 189 
Cal.App.2d 575. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies Mah and Winter and Officer 

pursued Glen Rose as he fled in a stolen Honda Accord. That pursuit terminated in an 
alley in Baldwin Park when Rose and his female companion abandoned the Honda and entered a 
stolen truck. The deputies and officers ordered Rose to cait the vehicle but he refused. They 
attempted to use less-lethal means (taser) to gain compliance but those efforts were also 
ineffective. Rose drove the truck into the narrow alley violently colliding with a CHP vehicle 
and driving it out of his way in order to escape. He then drove the truck into Deputy Winter’s 
vehicle, reversed and collided again with the CHP cruiser, drove forward again colliding with the 
parked green Honda causing that Honda to knock Deputy Mah to the ground. All of these 
actions occurred rapidly in a confined alley. Al! of the law enforcement personnel were on foot 
during this incident and Rose’s persistent and aggressive use o° the truck as a battering ram 
placed Deputies Mah and Winter as weil as Officers d B: grave danger. After 
repeated commands for Rose to cease his actions and after attempting to use less-lethal force to 
stop Rose’s vehicular rampage, Deputies Mah and Winter as well as Officer {in fear for 
their lives and the lives of their fellow officers, fired their weapons to end the threat. 


We find that Los Angeles County Sheriffs Deputies Calvin Mah and Steven Winter and 
California Highway Patrol Officer (IME cted lawfully in self-defense and the defense of 
others. We are closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
